Sparkman Faithful to New Deal, 
Fair Deal Except For Civil Rights 


WASHINGTON — (NEA1} 


—John Sparkman has a skele- 
ton in his campaign closet. 
He's apparently the Demo- 
cratic choice for vice presi- 
dent, but once upon an elec- 
tion he came out for the man 
who is now heading up the 
Republican ticket.

He graduated right into World 


War I, and, after his dicharge, 
tried to get into newspaper work. 
When he couldn't find .a job, he 
went to law school instead. 
He 


practiced law in Huntsville, Ala., 
until he was elected to the House 
of Representatives in 1936. 


Appropriately, his first speech in 


the House was in support of a law 
to aid tenant farmers. 


After five successive terms, he 


ran for the Senate, to fill out the 
unexpired term of the late Sen. 
John H. Bankhead, of the Tal- 
lulah Bankhead clan.

CHICAGO—(AP) — Adlai Ewing 
tevenson II, the 1952 Democratic 
residential nominee, has been a 
olitical candidate only once be- 
ore—but he is heir to a rich tra- 
ition of public life. 
Four years ago, in his first cam 
aign for elective office, the 52 
ear-old lawyer was elected gov- 


ernor of Illinois by a record vote. 


He did it by stumping the state 


for eight months in a borrowed 
automobile, drawing on five gen- 
erations of political savvy.

for the federal government, made 
him a target for the thunderbolt 
that struck in today's first hour— 
just after midnight. EST. 


Nominated for president by the 


National convention, the balding, 
medium-built governor told report- 
ers what he has been saying for 
months: 


"I didn't seek it,-1 didn't want 


it." But he accepted "with hu- 
mility."

Political Sex Appeal 


Why did so many Democrats

He was special assistant to two

gations to the United Nations. 


He's Divorced 


Political capital might be made 


of the fact that Stevenson is di- 
vorced. His1 former wife, socially 
prominent Mrs. Ellen Borden Stev- 
enson, obtained a decree in 1949 af- 
ter 21 years of marriage. 


Her chief objection seemed to 


be the increasing demands of pub- 
lic life. Although Mrs. Stevenson 
says she will vote Republican in 
the fall, she wired her congratula- 
tions early today, calling Steven- 
son "the finest available Democrat 
lor president."

The flood waters, at one time 


5 feet deep at the park's entrance, 
carried away picnic tables which 
were sighted1 a few days later as 
far away as Dixon floating in the 
swollen Rock river. McCormick 
said that about half of the 400 
tables swept away will be recoverd 
from people who have notified him 
they had taken tables from creek 
waters near their homes. 


It was the second serious flood to 


strike the park in as many years. 
An engineer from the division of 
waterways is reported to have 
made a study of the park to work 
out a plan to prevent future floods 
there.

Temporary Ein 
For Dry Grain 
Easily Erected 


Need for addintional storage fa- 


cilities for dry grain arises period- 
ically on nearly every farm. 
A 


temporary bin can be constructed 
rapidly, its cost is low and its sal- 
vage value is high. 


A popular bin of this type con- 


sists chiefly of a wood hoop set on 
a wooden platform. Only five pan- 
els of the hardboard, 
each four 


feet wide and 12 feet long, are re- 
quired. Since they can be bent to 
simple curves, the panels merely 
are bolted together on lap joints 
and braced on the outside in six 
places. This provides a strong 
circular wall four feet high. 


With a diameter of 18 feet 8 


inches, the bin holds, for example, 
from 1,250 to 1,350 bushels of 
wheat, depending on how high the 
crown of the grain is 
built up. 


Cost of storage space 
thus pro- 


vided, including a covering: of wa- 
terproof paper held In position by 
weighted poultry netting, ranges 
from 6 to 8 cents a bushel. 


An economical floor for this type 


of bin is a fill of gravel at least 
rour inches deep. The fill should 
be held in place with hollow tile, 
concrete blocks or wood. Place 2 
by 4 sleepers across the gravel and 
ay a floor of 1 by 8 shiplap lum- 
ber. 


After the hoop has been set in 


place, the floor should be covered 
with thin mesh wire as a barrier 
against rodents. It is advisable to 
put wuterproof paper over the wire 
netting. 


When the bin is emptied, the 


structure can be dismantled by re- 
moving the bolts. Then the hard- 
board panels can be stored flat or 
used for the repairing 
of other 


service buildings on the farm.

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Chances Are Britain Will Seek More 


Economic Aid From U. S. 


Poor and weakened England is in a bad way again. And1 


it looks as if more bad news is yet to come. 


After only nine months in power, Winston Churchill's 


Tory government already is knee-deep in trouble. 
Many 


observers on the scene believe that if a general election were 
hold now, the Churchill government would lose. In fact, the 
latest polls puts the Socialists out ahead in popular support 
by 8.5 per cent. 


The problems are many and varied. Some were inherited 


from the Socialist government. Others the Conservatives 
have brought upon themselves. 


Britain's trade balance, vital to her very existence, is 


running more and more against her. Her dollar and gold re- 
serves dropped markedly and might have dropped more ex- 
cept for support by America. 


The Conservatives had great plans for bringing food 


prices down. But food prices have gone up. The much- 
heralded plan for denationalization of certain important in- 
dustries has, to all intents and purposes, failed to materialize. 


The Germans and the Japanese are cutting into Brit- 


ish export markets. 


To top it all, the popularity of Churchill himself appears 


to be suffering. Even members of his own party have been 
recently critical of the way the 77-year-old prime minister 
is handling things. They have suggested he either get out or 
at least share leadership of the government with younger 
men.

Against this melancholy background, Prime Minister 


Churchill has summoned the House of Commons for debate 
on "grave and far-reaching matters." Just what those mat- 
ters will be is not definitely known. But a good guess would 
be some means of giving British exports a shot in the arm. 


Whatever the outcome of the Commons debate, it will be 


of dollars-and-cents interest to this country. America has 
for some time been helping take up the slack in the sagging 
British economy. The chances are that we shall have to 
continue to do so in one form or another. 


The question is how much slack do we have to take up 


and for how long a time? The results of the coming debate 
in',Commons should provide at least part of the answer. 


Let's Not Be Half-Tipsy 


On the occasion of his retirement a few years ago a 


waiter at one of the country's big hotels recalled that the big- 
gest tip he ever got was a $1000 bill. The only reason we bring 
the point up here is that the kind donor turned out to be 
insane. 


Fortunately, everyone who allows himself to be bullied 


cajoled, or mocked into becoming a party to the tipping 
racket isn't insane. We're usually just spineless to the point 
of what .sometimes must appear to be insanity. But if you've 
got to be spineless let's at least be consistent about it. 


We tip the waitress, the bellboy, the cabbie, the hatcheck 


girl, the barber. Why not the mailman, the streetcar con- 
ductor, the guy who sells us a shirt, the policeman, the fire- 
man and the men who sweep up the streets?

Guess at Expenses of GOP's Contest Is $2 Million-Dems Will Match It 


CHICAGO—(NEA)—Ike Eisenhower, by virtue of hav- 


ing been picked as Republican nominee at the Chicago 
stockyards amphitheater, becomes a two-million-dollar 
baby, on the hoof. That is the minimum estimate placed 
on the expenses of all candidates and the Republican 
National Committee in the 1952 presidential contest to 
date. 


While this expendituie, soon to be equalled or sur- 


passed by the Democrats, is something of a national 
scandal, there never will be any accurate figures re- 
leased. The reason is that the Hatch act and the corrupt 
practices act place no limit on the amount of money that 
may be spent by any candidate for a federal office in 
primary elections. 


Since they're not required to do so by law, treasurers 


'or the several presidential candidates are reluctant to 
give out how much they have collected and spent. Only 
congressional investigation could pry out the figures, if 
authorized to do so. 


IKE'S TILL SOCKED FOR $1 MILLION 


Howard Peterson of Philadelphia, who has been in 


charge of money raising for Eisenhower, estimates that 
Ihe general's primary campaign will cost close to a mil- 
lion dollars. This is befoie all the bills are in. 


Peterson points out that radio time for the general's 


major speeches cost $2,000 a minute. Thirty minutes, 
$60,000. 
Eisenhower headquarters spent $75.000 on Chi- 


cago newspaper ads every day they lan during the con- 
vention. Lesser expenses ran down to $60 a day for a 
steam calliope. But they all added up.

Though some of the volunteer workers paid their 


own hotel bills, as individual campaign contributions, 
he total cost was several thousand dollars a day, not 
counting the cost of favors.

Ben Tate, fund raiser for Senator Taft in many of his 


campaigns, puts a more conservative estimate on his 
expenses. As a minimum, Tate says Taft's expenses will 
run 50 per cent moie than in 1948. Taft's unsuccessful 
campaign for the presidency cost about $200,000 that 
year, of. which $40,000 was spent at Philadelphia. 


Gov. Earl Warren, ex-Gov. Harold Stasasen and the 


various backers of General MacArthur spent considerably 
lesser amounts. 


Democratic National Committee got a $250,000 contri- 


bution from Chicago to cover convention expenses. But 
it isn't expected to cover. All Republican political man- 
agers in Chicago, in fact, admit that they ended the con- 
vention in the red. •

Valuable Cooperative Study 


If a man falls ill of bubonic 


plague in India, it is just as im- 
portant that he and his germs be 
not carried by airplane to New 
York as it is to prevent the spread 
of the disease in his native village. 


A woman with diabetes in Egypt 


needs the same care and the same 
medicine as someone with diabetes 
in Los Angeles. A child stricken 
with pneumonia m Mexico should 
have the same prompt diagnosis 
and the same penicillin or other 
drugs that are available to another 
child similarly attacked 
in Chi- 


cago. 


Practically no one would deny 


the desirability of making expert 
medical care available everywhere 
in the world, and in making it 
possible for anyone who falls ill 
to receive whatever drugs or other 
treatment he most needs. 


All this is an ideal and cannot 


be achieved overnight, but in the 
field of health, international co- 
operation has already been im- 
pressive. One of the organizations 
working in this field is the World 
Health Organization which has as 
its objective "the attainment by 
all peoples of the highest possible 
level of health."

"The accompanying hand came

"South just opened with one 
club and found himself in a grand 
slam doubled by East before he 
knew what was happening. 


"West led the four ot diamonds, 


and dummy took the ace. With 
12 tricks in sight, South drew 
three trumps, led the queen of 
hearts, and won with dummy's ace 
of hearts when West played low. 


"South now continued by run- 


ning all of the trumps, discarding 
a heart and a spade from the 
dummy. West had to save three 
diamonds, s6 could hold only two 
spades. East kept three spades, 
the king of hearts, and the jack 
of diamonds. 


"When South continued by lead- 


ing a spade to the ace and then 
cashed the top diamonds, East was 
squeezed. South therefore made 
the grand slam contract. 


"Of course you're going to say 


that East should not have doubled, 
as then South would have tried 
the heart finesse instead of playing 
for the squeeze. Maybe so, and 
maybe not. I was South, and I 
don't know what I'd have done. 


"There was a chance that the 


spades or diamonds would drop. 
If not, either opponent could be 
squeezed if he held the or.ly pro- 
tection in both spades and dia- 
monds. Or East could be squeezed 
if he held spades and hearts. 


"This, plus the fact that West 


didn't cover the king of hearts, 
made the squeeze look good to me. 
What do you think? 


"Every hand should 
have 
a 


moral, and this is no exception. 
What actually happened was very, 
very sad. The East and West hands 
were just reversed from the way 
1 wrote them out. The squeeze fail- 
ed, but the simple heart finesse 
would have succeeded! 


East doubled because he had 


nothing and hoped the double would 
mislead me. He figured that the 
double would cost nothing since 
he would get a bottom score any- 
way if we made the grand slam. 
Should I have figured out • the 
hoax?" 


A very tough question. It de- 


pends on how tricky the East 
player happens to be. South can 
tell that East cannot possibly have 
enough high, cards for a sound 
double.

Which Vinegar for Pickling? 
You are probably familiar with 


several types of vinegar, but which 
would you choose for pickling and 
relish-making. 


Frances Cook, foods specialist, 


University of Illinois 
College of 


Agriculture, reminds us that "spec- 
ialty" vinegars, such as malt iind 


JJarragon, have decided flavors of 


their own. They are suitable for 
salad-making, but not for pickling. 


On the other hand, cider vinegar 


has long been the favorite all-pur- 
pose vinegar. The 
color of the 


pickled foods 
may 
be 
slightly 


darkened, but the fruit flavor of 
the vinegar goes well with 
both 


fruits and vegetables. 


Another favorite "pickling" vin- 


egar is the distilled white variety. 


*fcnade from grain. It is used when 


the original color of the foods is 
important, as when pickling white 
fruits and vegetables like onions, 
cauliflower and pears. 


Most 
commercially 
processed 


vinegars are stabilized so that they 
are always the same strength — 
usually a 4 or 5 per cent acidity 
(or 40 or 50 grain). If you are us- 
ing an older pickling recipe, re- 
member that many older recipes 


•olvcre based on a vinegar that was 


not this strong. 


Check Brlno When Pickling 


More poor-quality pickles result 


from improper brining than we 
sometimes realize. 
Brine that is 


too weak' or too' strong, or not 
enough 'brine in the crock, 
can 


cause trouble aplenty. 


Of' first importance are the in- 


gredients used in preparing 
the 


brine. Use pure, granulated salt 


•/-not salt to which anything has 


been added to prevent caking. Soft 
water is the best choice. How- 
ever, if it is necessary to use hard 
water, add a small amount of vine- 
gar to neutralize the alkalinity. 


Prepare the brine by adding 1 


pound (IVa cups) of salt to 9 pints 
.of 
water. This 
brine will be 


strong enough to float an egg, and 
this old-fashioned test may serve 
as a guide in checking the strength 


0of the brine. The volume of the 


'brine should be about half of the 
pickles. For example, you'll need 
2',2 gallons of brine for a 5-gallon 
jar. 


Wash, dry and weigh the 
cu- 


cumbers and place them immedi- 
ately in the brine. It is necescary 
to dry them to prevent diluting the 
brine solution. The brine will be 
weakened by the water extracted 
from the cucumbers and must be 


^kept 
at 
its 
original 
strength 


throughout the brining period. 


After the first 
24 hours, 
add 


about 1 pound of salt for every 
10 pounds of 
cucumbers. 
Place 


the- salt on the plate or cover, and 
allow it to dissolve gradually. Add 
U pound (% cup) of salt each 
week thereafter 
for about 
five 


weeks, or until the cucumbers are 
cured. For best results, keep the 
mixture at about 86 degrees F.

Tips For Making Picklrs 


For success in pickling, be sure 


to choose fresh, good-quality fruits 
and vegetables. 


Cucumbers and green toniatocs 


are best when pickled within 24 
hours of picking. Fruits used for 
pickling may be slightly underripe. 


The right ingredients and accu- 


rate measurements make for good 
pickles. Whole spices are best to

Vinegars contain 4 to 6 per cent of 
acetic acid.

as strong as the standard vinegar 
of 15 to 20 years ago. 
For that 


reason pickles made by old reci- 
pes may be too sour or they may 
shrivel. 


Do NOT use a copper or iron 


kettle to cook the sirup for pickles. 
The»cid may react with the tar- 
nish on the metal and form pois- 
onous salts. You may use any 
other type of kettle—such as enam- 
clware, aluminum, stainless steel, 
etc. Sterilized crocks or jars may 
be used for storing pickles.

never doubted that the thing to do was to multiply the dose. 


_This judgment ruled their show from the earliest excuse for a 


lunatic rout through Alben Barkley's act of degradation, a spectacle 
of truly majestic ignominy, and on to higher and higher peaks of 
maudlin uproar. 


True to the confident opinion of all who had followed his career, 


Barkley, in the fitting language of the prizefight racket, dogged it as 
he had in every other crisis in his political career. 
Yet there were 


some on hand as he loosed his first counterfeit bellow whose very 
tripes writhed with pity and scorn for a man so little sensitive to 
shame. Barkley had let Roosevelt and Harry Hopkins steal an elec- 
tion for him in a massive fraud as flagrant as the one, which later 
sent Harry Truman to the Senate on his way to the White House. 


In a moment of unwonted integrity and pride, he had cried out 


• against Roosevelt's humiliating abuse, even resigning his leadership, 


but, thinking on the awful thing that he had done, was frightened into 
quick capitulation. These landmarks should have prepared the multi- 
tude in the hall and scattered in their millions across the Jand, for 
anti-climax when his time came to speak. Against known precedents, 
however, even some journalists could not believe that Barkley would 
close his career without so much as a whisper against the arrogance 
and treachery of the union racketeers who thumbed him out of the 
contest. 
_JBut the real deligh&did not come 
till he had licked up the whol 
mess and wiped his mouth with 
his sleeve. Then the managers o 
this fantastic thing, to which 
Americans entrust their lives, their 
fortunes and their paltry counter 
feit of honor, really spat on their 
hands. They swarmed around the 
grinning old man, pumping his 
arm and even kissing his cheek. 
^Barkley reveled in his ignominy 
waving his arms and drinking deep 
the wormwood with the laurel flop 
ping over his ears. It was a spec 
tacle to wring the hearts of decent 
men, an old machine politician 
brutally betrayed by his accom- 
plices, teetering drunk in sheer 
sensual ecstacy over a half hour 
of noise.

faulted, in the long run, he pai 
them back. 


These reminiscences of a reig 


gruesome in its consequences t 
American morality and confidenc 
in government are not to be con 
demned as spiteful irrelevancie 
however true. True they are, ab 
solutely, and they were pertinen 
to these occasions when the party 
managers boldly backed the ol< 
editor's judgment that the stupid 
ity of the American people couk 
not bo overestimated.
